Of his Parentage and Birth. 


Ohn Fauſtus bozu in the Town of Rhodes, being in the 
Province of Weimer in Germany, his Father a pos Yus- 
bandman, and not able well to bzing him up, pet having 
an Uncle at Wittenburg, a rich man, and without illue, 
took this Fauſtus from his Father, and made him yis heir, 

inſomuch that his Father was no moze troubled with him, fox he re- 
maincd wich his Unckle at Wittenburg, where he was kept at the 
Univerſity in the ſame City, to ſtudy Divinity : But Fauſtus being 
of a naughty mind, and otherwiſe addicted, plycd not his tudies, but 
bctook himſelk to other exetciſes, which his Unckle oftentimes hear- 
ing rebuked him foz it; as Eli oftentimes rebuked his childzen foz 
ſinning againft the Lozd, even ſo this good old man laboured to have 
Fauſtus apply his ſtudp to Divinity, that he might come to the 
knowledge of God and his Law. But it is manikeſt, that many 
vertuous parents have wicked childzen, as Cain, Reuben, Abſalom, 
and ſuch like, have been to their parents. Do this Fauſtus having gov- 
ly parents who {ecing him to be of a toward wit, were deſtrous to baing 
him up tn thoſe vertuous ſtudies, namely of Divinity: but he gave 
bimſclf ſecretly to ſtudy Necromancy aud eonjuration, inſomuch that 
few oꝛ none could perceive his pꝛokeſſion. 

But to the purpoſe, Fauſtus continued at ſtudy in the Univerſity, 
and was by the Rectozs and Dirtcen Paſters afterwards examined 
how he had p2ofited in his ſtudies, and being found by them that 
none of his time were able to argue with him in Divinity, 02 fox 
the ercellcucp of his wildom to more with him, with one — 
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|; oz of Divinity: But Docoz Fauſtus within 
lent 8 his degree, fell into ſuch fantaſies and 
— that he was mocked of many, and of the moſt part of 
the Dcuvents was called the Speculator; and ſometimes he would thzow 
che Dcriprures, from him as chough be had no care of his fozmer Pzg, 
feffion ; ſo that he began a molt ungodly life, as hereafter moꝛe at large 
map appear, foz the old P2overb ſaith, Who can hold what will à way 
ſo, who can hold Fauſtus from the Devil, chat feeks after him with all 
his endeavour ; fo2 he accompanied himſelf with divers that were | 
ſn in thoſe deviliſh Arts, and that had the Chaldean, Perſian, Hebrew : 
Arabian, and Greck tongues, uſing Figures, Characters, Conjuratis 
ons, Intantations, with many other Ceremonies belonging to thoſe 
Infernal Arts, as Necromancy, Charms, Dwthlaying, Witchcrafe, 
Enchantment, being delighted with their boks, wozds and names 
ſo well, that he Cudied day and night therein, inſomuch that he could 
not abide to be called Docto2 of Divinity,but waxed a woztoly man, any 
named himſelf an Aſtrologian, and a Bathemaxician, and foz a ö 
ſometimes a Phyſician and did great cures, namely with Herbs, Rats, 
Waters, Diinks, Receits, and Glyſters; and withdut doubt he w 
paſſing wile, aud excellent perfect in the holy Dcriptures. But he that 
knoweth his Maſters will and doth it not, is worthy to be beaten with 
many Stripes. It is mzitten no man can ſerve two Maſters, and thou- 
ſhalt not tempt the Lozd thy God; but Fauſtus thzew all this in the | 
wind, and made his ſoul of no eſtimation, regarding moze his wozloly 
Pleaſures than the joys to come; therefoze at the dap of Judgment 
there is no hope of his Redemption. 

- CHAP, IL 


Hoy Doctor Fauſtns began to practiſe in his Devilliſh Art, and how 
e bie conjured the Devil, making him to appear, and meet him on the 
morrow morniag at his own houſe. | 


Yu have Heard befoze that all Fauſtus mind was but to Study the 
Arts of Necromancy and Conjuration, the which exerciſe be fol⸗ | 
lowed day and night, and taking to him the Wings of an Cagle | 
thought to flp over the whole Wozld, and to know the ſecrets of Vea- | 
ven and Tarth, foz his Dpeculation was ſo wonderfull, being expert in | 
Ang his Voczbula, * Figures, Characers, Conjuration, and other | 
Ceremonial actions,that in all hifte he put in Pꝛdaice to bꝛing the De⸗ 
him, and taking his wap to a thick Mad near to Witten 
ws, called in the German tongue Spiller-Holt, that is in Engliſh, 
the Spilſers Wood, as Fauſtus would oftentimes boaſt of it * 
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of Doctor Fauſtus. 


the crew, being in jollity he came into the ſame Wad towards evening 
into a troſs way, where he made with a wand a circle in the duſt, and 
within that manp moze Circles and Characters, and thus he paſt 
away the time untill it was nine 93 ten of the Clock in the night, then 
began Dodo? Fauſtus to call on Mephoſtophiles the Spirit, and to 
charge him in the name of Beelzebub to appear there pzeſenclp, without 
any long ſtay: Then p2eſently che Devil began ſo great a rumour in 
the Mod, as if Heaven and Earth would have come together, wich 
Wind, that Trees bowed their tops to the ground; then fell che Devil 
to roar as if the whole Wood had been full of Lyons and ſuddenly about 
the Circie run the Devil as if a Thouſand Waggons had bien running 
together on Paved Stones: After this at the four cozners of the Mod 
it thundzed hozrivly, with ſuch lightning, as the whole Wozld to his 
ſeming had been on fire. Fauſtus all this while half amazed at the De- 
vils ſo long carrying, and doubting whether he were beſt to abide any 
moze ſuch hozrible Conjurings, thought co leave His Circle and depart ; 
whereupon the Devil made him ſuchPuſick of all fozts,as if the Nymphg 
themſelves had been in Place; whereat Fauſtus was revived, and toy 
ftoutly in his Circle, expecting his purpoſe,and began again to Conjure 
the Dpirit Mephoſtophiles in the name of the Pꝛince of Devils, to ap- 
pear in his likeneſs, whereat ſuddenly over His head hung hovering in 
the Air a mighty D2agon : Then calls Fauſtus again after his deviliſh 
manner, at which there was a monſtrous cry in the Wood, as if Pell 
had ben open, and all thetozmented Souls curfing their condition 2 
Pꝛeſently, not thꝛee fathom above his head fell a flame in manner of 
a lightning, and changed it felf into a Globe pet Fauſtus feared icuot, 
but did perſuade himſelf chat the Devil ſhould give him his requeſt bes 
foze he would leave. Oftentimes after ts his companions he would 
boaſt that he had the ſtouteſt head under the Cope of Heaven at command- 
ment: Whereat they anſwered, they knew no ſtouter than the Pope oz 
Emperour : But Docto2 Fauſtus ſaid, The head that is mp ſervant, 
is above all upon Earth ; and repeated certain words out of Baint 
Paul to the Epheſians, to make his argument god, The Pꝛince of the 
Moꝛld is upon Earth and under Yeaven. Mell let us come again tor 
bis Conjuration, where we left him at the Fiery Globe: Fauſcus vered 
at his Spirits ſo long carrying, uſed his charms with full purpoſe not to 
depart befo2e he had his intent; and crying on Mephoſtopbiles the Spi⸗ 
rit, ſuddenly the Globe opened, and ſpzung up in the height of a man, 
fo burning a time, in th* end it converted ta the ſhape of a fiery man. 


- This pleaſant beaſt ran about che Circle a great while, and laſtly appea⸗ 


red in the manner of a G2zay-Friar, asking Fauſtus what was og 
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| uded that the next mozming at twelve of: 
. be — — him at his houle; but the Devil would in * 
— rant it: Fauſtus began again to conjure him again in the name 
of Beltzebub, that he ould fulfil! his requeſt whereupon the Spirit 
agred, and ſo they departed each on his wap. 

CHAP, III. 


The Conference of Doctor Fauſtus with his Spirit Mephoſtophiles, 
the Morning following at bis own houſe. 


Ocdoz Fauſtus, having commanded the Spirit to be with him, at his 
hour eppointed, he came and appeared in his Chamber, deman⸗ 
ding of Fauſtvs what his deſire was? Then began Doo? Fauſtus anew 
with him to conjure him, that he would be obedient unto him, and to an⸗ 
twer him certain Articles to fulfill them in all poſnts. | 
1. That the Spirit would ſerve him, and be obedient unto him in all 
things that he asked of him, from that hour till the hour of his death. 
2, Further, any thing that he deſired of him he ſhould bzing him. 
3. Alſo that in all Fauſtus his demands and interrogations the Spi- 
tit ſhould tell him nothing but that which was true. 1 
Pereupon the Spirit anſwered, and laid his caſe fo2th, that he hay 
us ſuch power of himſelf, untill he had firſt given his Pꝛince (that was 
ruler over him) to underſtand thereof, and to know if he could obtain ſo 
much of his Lozd , Therefoze ſpeak farther,that J may do thy whole de⸗ 
lite to my Pꝛir ce; fo it is not in my power to fulfill withouthis leave: 
Shew me the cauſe why,ſaid Fauſtus: The Dpirit anſwer d Fauſtus,thou 
Halt underſtand, that with us it is even as well a Kingdom as with vou on 
earth; yea, we have our Rulers and Dervanc, as I my ſelf am one; 
and we have our whole number the Legion, fo although that Lucifer is 


thzuft and fallen ont of Yeaven, thzough his pꝛide and high mind, yet |

Yereupon ſpake Fauſtus, Get thee hence from me, ann take Saint Va- 
lentines Farewell, and Criſman with the, yet ton ſute the that thou 
be here at evening, and bethink thy ſelf of what J have asked thee and 
ask thy P:inceſs counſel therein. Mephoſtophiles the ſpirit thus anfwe- 
red vanilhed a way, leaving Fauſtus in his Study, where he late pon- 
dering with bhimlelt how he might obtain his requeſt of the Devil without 
the lols of His foul, pet he was fully reſolved in himſelf rather than to 
want his Pleaſure, to do what the Spirit and his Lo2d ſhould condicisn 
upon. 

CH A p. IV. 


The ſecond time of the Spirits appearing to Fauſtus in his houſe, and 

their parley. 
F continued in his deviliſh cogitations, never moving out of 

the place where the Spirit left him, ſuch was his fervent love to 

the Devil; the night appzoaching, this ſwifc tying Spirit appeared 
to Fauſtus, offering himſelf with all ſubmiſſion to his ſervice wich full 
authozity from his Pꝛinte to do whatſoever he would requeſt, if ſo be 
Fauſtus would pꝛomiſe to be his: This anſwer 3 bꝛing the, and anlwer 
muſt thou make by me again, pet I will hear what is thy deſire, be⸗ 
caule thou haſt ſwozn to me to be here at this time. Doctoꝛ Fauſtus gave 
him this anſwer, though faincly foz his Souls ſake, That his reqneſt 
was none other, but to betome a Devil, oz at the leaſt a limb of him, 
and that the Spirit ſhould agre to theſe Articles following: 

i, That he might be a Spirit in ſhape and quality. 

2, That Mephoſtophiles ſhould be his lervant at his Commandment. 

3, That Mephoſtophiles ſhould b2ing him any thiug, and da foz him 
whacſoever he deſired. 

4. Chat at all times he would be in his houſe inviſible ts all men, 
ercept only to himſelf, and at his commandment to few himſelf. 

Laſtly; That Mephoſtophiles ſhould at all times appear at his com- 
mand iu what fo2m oz ſhape ſoever he world. | 

Upon theſe Points the Spirit anſwered Doctoz Fauſtus, that all this 
ſhould be granted him, and fulfilled,. and moze if he would agree unto 
him upon certain Articles as ſolloweth. : 

Firft, That Doctoz Fauſtus ſhould give himſelf to the Lozd Lucifer 
20dyp and ſoul. : 

Secondly, Fo? confirmation of the ſame, he ſhould make him a - wat- 
ting witten kn his own bloud. 

Thirdly, That he would be an enemp to all Chiiſtien Peopls, 

Fourthly, That he would deny the Chzitian belief.

Farther the Dpirit pzomiled Fauſtus to give him certain years 
live in Pealth and Pleaſure, and when ſuch years were expired, that 
then Fauſtus would be fetched away 3 and if be would hold theſe Arc, 
cles and conditions, that then he ſhould have whatſoever his heart would 


wiſh 02 deſire: and that Fauſtus ſhould quickly perceive himſelf to be g 


ſpirit in all manner of actions whatſoever. Bereupon Doctoz Fauſtus 
his mind was lo inflamed, that he fozgor his Soul, and pꝛomiſes Mz- 
phoſtophiles to hold all things as he mentioned them; he thought the 
Devil was not ſo black as they uſe to paint him, nor Yell ſo hot as

with the Gods, not unlike the enemp of God and Chzift, that fo? his, 


mide was caſt into Hell, ſo likewiſe Fauſtus forgot, that high climbers 
catch the greateſt falls, and ſweet meats have oft ſowzeſt ſauce. 
Alter a while Fauſtus pꝛomiſed Mephoſtophiles to mite and make 
his obligation with all aſlurance of the Articles in the Chapter befoze 
rehearſed : A pitifull cale, Chziſtian Reader, foꝛ certainly this letter 
2 was found in his houſe after his moſt lamentable end, with

herefoze J wiſh all Chziſtians to take example by this wicked

CHAP, VI.

John Fauſtus, Dodoz, do openly acknowledge with mine own hand, 

to the great fozce and ſtrengthening of this Letter, that ſince J be⸗ 
gan to ſtudy, and ſpeculate the coucſe and nature of the Elements, A 
have not found, thzough the gift that is given me from above, any ſuch 
learning and wiſdom that can bzing me to my deſire, and foz that A 
find that men are unable co inftruc me any farther in the matter now 
have JA Dodo; Fauſtus, to the helliſh Pꝛince of Orient, and his meſſens 
ger Mephoſtophiles, given both body and ſoul, upon ſuch conditions that 
they ſhall learn me, and fulfill mp vdſires in all things, as they have pꝛo⸗ 
miſed and vowed unto me, wich due obedience unto me,accozding to the 
Articles mentioned between us. 

Farther J do covenant and grant with them by theſe pꝛeſents, that 
at the end of 24 pears next enluing the date of this pꝛeſent Letter, they 
being expired, and J in the mean time, during the ſaid years, be ſerved 
of them at my will they accompliſhing my deſires to the full in aff 
points as we are agrid: That then J give to them all power to do wich 
me at their pleaſure, to rule, to ſend, fetch oz carry me o mine be it 
either body, ſoul, fleſh, bloud,oz goods, into their habitation, be ic where- 
ſoe ver: and hereupon J defie God aud his Chziſt aft the hoſt of Heaven, 
and all living Creatures that bear the ſhape of God, yea, all that tive: 
And again J lay it, and it ſhall be ſo. And to the moze ſtrengthening of 
this wziting, J have mitten it with mp own hand, and bloud, being in 
perfect memozp: Aud hereupon I ſubſcribe co it wich my Name and 
Citle, calling all the infernal, middle, and ſupꝛeam powers to witnels 
of this mp Letter and ſubſcription.

De Fauſtus ficting penſive, having but one onely boy with him, 


ſuddenly there appeared his Dpiric Mephoſtophiles in likeneſs of a 
very — — . moſt hozrible fiery flames, inſomuch tha: 


- the boy was affraid, but being hardened by his maſter, he bid him any 


till, and he ſhould have no harm: the Spirit began to bleat as in a ſing, 
ing manner. This p2etty ſpo2t pleaſed Doo: Fauſtus well ; but he 
would not call his Spirit into his courting houſe untill he had ſeen 
mo2e 2 anon was heard a ruſhing of armed men, and trampling of hoz- 
ſes, this ceaſing came a kennell of Bounds, and they chaſed a great Hart 
in the Pail, aud there the Bart was lain : Fauſtus took heart, came 
fozth and looked upon the Mart: but pꝛeſently befoze him there was a 
Lyon anda Dzagon together, fighting ſo fie:cely, that Fauſtus thought 
that they would have thzown down the houſe ; but the Dꝛagon overcame 


the Lyon, and ſo they vaniſhed. 


Afcer this came in a Peacock and Peahen ; the Cock bzulling of his 


= tail, and turning to the female beat her, and ſo vaniſhed. Afcerward 
= followed a furious Bull, that with a full fiercencſs ran upon Fauſtus, 
byt coming near him vaniſhed away. Afterward followed a great old 


Ape, this Ape offered Fauſtus the hand, but he refuſed : ſo the Ape ran 


nut ofthe Hall again. Pereupon fell a miſt in the Pall, that Fauſtus 
. law uo light, but it laſted not; and ſo ſoou as it was gone there lay be⸗ 


us tho grrat ſacks, one full of gold, another of ülver.

willed Fauſtus to take a copy of it; with that the perverſe Fauſtus being 

reſolute in his damnation, w2ote a copy thereof, and gave the Devil the 

one, and kept in ſtoꝛe the other. Thus the Spirit & Fauſtus wert agrev, 

and dwelc togecher : no doubt there was a vertuous houſe-keeping. 
CHAP. VIIL 


The manner how Fauſtus proceeded in his damaable life, and of the di- 
ligent ſzrvice that Mephoſtopꝭ iles uſed towards him. 


Tao Fauſtus having given his foul to the Devil, renouncing 

all the powers of heaven, confirming all his lamencable Adion 

with his own bloud, and having allrcady delivered his wziting now into 
the Devils hand, the which lo puffed up his heart, that he fozgoc the 
mind of a man, and thought Himlelf co be a Spirit. Thus Fauſtus 
dwelt at his Wncles houſe at Wittenburg, who dyed, and bequeathed it 
in his Teſtament to his cozen Fauſtus. Fauſtus kept a boy with him, 
that was his Schelat, an unhappy wag, called Chriſtopher Wagner, to 
whom this ſpozt and ſife that he ſaw his Maſtet followed, ſeemed plea- 
fant. Fauſtus loved the boy well, hoping to make him as god 93 better 
ſen in his deviliſh exerciſes than himſelf, and he was fellow with 
Mephoſtopbiles 3 otherwiſe Fauſtus had no company in his houſe but 
bimſelf, his bop, and his ſpirit, that ever was diligent at Fauſtuss coms 
mand, going about the houſe cloathed like a Friar, with a little veil 


in his hand, ſen of none but Favſtus. Foz victuals, and other receſa- 


ries, Mephoſtophiles bzought him at his pleaſure, from the Duke of 
Saxony, the Duke of Bavaria, and the Biſhop of Salisburgh : and chep 
had many times their beſt wine ſtolen ont of their Cellars by Mephoitc- 
philes, likewiſe their pꝛoviſions fo2 their own table: ſuch meat as Fauſtus 
wilhed foz, bis Dpiric bzonghe him in: beſides that, Fauſtus himſelf 
was become lo cunning, that when he opened his window, what fowl 
ſoever he withed fs2, it came pzeſently flping into rhe houſe, were it nes 
ver ſo dainty. Pozeover Fauſtus and his boy went in ſumpinous appa⸗ 
el, the which Mephoſtophiles ole from the Percersat Norenburg, Aſ- 

purg, Franckford, and Tipzig ; for it was hardfoz them rofindatock— 
to keep out ſucha thief ; all their maintainance was but ffolen and bozs . + 

rowed ware : And thus they lived an ovious life in the fight of God, 1 
though as pet the woꝛld were unacquainted with: their wickedneſs; it 
muſt be ſo, foz their fruits be none other, as Chiift ſaith in Johan, where 
be calis the Devil a Thief and Purtherer ; and that found Fauſtus, fo; 
be ſtole him away both body and ſoul. | 
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CHAP. IX. 
How Doftor Fauſtus would have married, and how the Devil had al. 
moſt killed him for it. — Ut 
o; Fauſtus continued thus in his Tpicurtly Ute day and night, 
Relieved not that there was a God, Yell, oz Devil: he thought 
bat ſoul and body dyed together, and had quite fozgot Divinity, 02 the 
immo2cality of his ſoul but ſtood in that damnable herefie dap and night,

and Paſter Lucifer ts have ſo great a fall from heaven: Mephoſtophi- 
les anſwered, mp Lozd Lucifer was a fair Angle; created of God a8 
immoꝛtal, aud being placed in Deraphims, which ate above the Che⸗ 
rubims, he would have pzeſumed upon the thzone of God, wich in- 
tent to thzuſt God out of his ſeat ; upon this pꝛeſumption the Lozd: 
caſt him vown headlong, and where befoze he was an Angel of light, 
now dwells in darkneſs, not able to come near his firſt place, without 
God ſend fo him to appear befoze him; as Raphael, unto the lower 
degree of Angels, that have their converſation with men, he may come.

and laid him on his bed recozding the wozds of Mephoſcopailes, which 
lo pierced his heart chat he fell into ſighing and great lamencation,. 
crping out, Alas ah woe is me! Whac have J done: Even lp _ 
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me; am à not allo a creature of God's making, beat⸗ 
RC and ſmilitude, into whom he hath breathed the 
2 of life and immoꝛtality unto whom he hach made all things living 
ſubject; but woe is me. my haughey mind, pꝛoud alpiring ſtomach, and 
tlcby fleſh, bach bzought my ſoul inte perpetual damnation, yea, pid 
hath abuſed my underſtanding, inlomuch that J have fo2got my Ba 
the Dpiric of God is depatted from me; J have pzomiled the Devil my 
foul, aud therefoze it is but a folly foꝛ me to hope foz grate, but it muſt 
be even wich me as with Lucifer, ch2own into perpetual burning fire, 
ah woe is me that ever J was bozn : In this perplexity lay this milera⸗ 
dle Doctoz Fauſcus, having quite foꝛgot his faith in Chaift, never falling

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why man was made after the image of God: The Spirit hearing this, 
anſwered Fauſtus, thou knoweſt that all this is in vain fo2 the to ask: 
J know that thou art ſozry fo2 that thou haſt done, but it availeth thee 
not; fo J will tear thee in a thouſand pieces if thon change not thy opi⸗ 
nions, any hereat he vaniſhcd awap. Whereat Fauſtus, all ſozrowfull 
that he Had put foꝛth ſuch a queſtion, fell to weeping and to howling 
bitterly, not foz his ſins towards God, but that the Devil was departed 
from him ſo ſuddenly in ſuch a rage. And being in this perplexity he 
| was ſuddenly taken with ſuch an extreme cold,as if he would have frozen 
| in the place where he late; in which the greateſt Devil in Hell appea- 
red unto him with certain of his hideous and infernal company, in moſt 
ugly ſhapes, that it was impoſſible to think upon; and traverfing the 
Chamber round about where Fauſtus ſate, Fauſtus thought to himſelf, 
now are they come foz me though my time be not come, aud that becauſe 
I have asked ſuch queſtions of my ſervant Mephoſtophiles;at whoſe cogi⸗ 
tacious the chieteſt Devil, which was theLozd unto whom he gave his ſoul, 
that was Lucifer, ſpake in this ſo2t : Fauſtus, I have ſeen thy thoughts 
which are not as thou haſt vowed unto me, by the virtue of this Letter, 
— and ſhewed him the Obligation, which he had witten with his own 
1 blond, wherefoze J am come to viſit thee, and to ſhew thee ſome of our 
Pellich paſtimes, in hope that will dzaw and confirm thy mind a little 
mo2e ſtedfaſt unto us.

ing upon, ſkreightways changed himſelf into a Bog, then into a Wozm, 
then into a D2agon, and finding this foz his purpoſe it liked him well, 
Nuoth he to Lucifer, and how cometh it that ſs many filthy forms are 
in the wozld ? Lucifer anſwered, they are o2dained of God, as plagues 
unto men, and ſo ſhalt chou be plagued (quoth he ; ) Whereupon 
came Scozpians, Waſps, Emets, Bees and Gnats, which fell to ſting- 
ing and biting him, and all the whole houſe was filled with a moſt hozs 
rible ſtinking fogg, inſomuch that Fauſtus ſaw nothing, but ill was 
co:mented ; wherefo2e he cryed fo2 help, ſaping, Mephoſtophiles, my 
faichfull ſervant, where art thou: Yelp, help, I pꝛay thee : Pereac 
the Spirit anſwered nothing, but Lucifer himſelf ſaid, Yo, ho, ho, 
Fauſtus how likeſt thou the creation of the Wozld :? and incontinent it 
was clear again. aud the Devils and all the filthy Cattel were vaniſhed, 
only Fauſtus was left alone ſeeing nothing. but hearing the ſwer teſt mu- 

ſick that ever he heard befoze, at which he was ſo raviſhed with delight, 
that he fozgot his fears he was in befoze, and it repented him that he 
Had ſen no mote of their paſtime. 


CHAP; XX. 


How Doctor Fauſtus deſired to ſee Hell, and of the manner how he Was 
uſed therein. | 


Octoz Fauſtus bethinking how his time went away, and how he 

had ſpent eight pears thereof, he meant co ſpeud the teſt to his 
better contentmenc, intending quite to fozget any ſuch motions as 
might offend the Devil any moze : Wherefoze on a time he called his 
Spirit Mephoſtophiles, and ſaid unto him, Bꝛing thou hither unto me 
ihy Lord Lucifer oz Belial ; he thought him ( notwichſtanding ) one 
that was called Beelzebub, the which asked Fauſtus his pleaſure : 
Nuoth Fauſtus, J would know of thee if J might fee Pell, and take 
a view thercof2 That thou ſhalt, ſaid the Devil, and at midnight 
J will fetcht the. Well, night being come, Doctoz Fauſtus waited 
very diligently foz the coming of the Devil to fetcht him, and think⸗ 
ing that he tarried too long, he went to the window, where he pul- 
led open a caſement, and loking into the Clement, be ſaw a Cioud 
in the Nozth moze black, and darker, and obſcurer than all the ref ot᷑ 
the skie, from whence the wind blew moſt hozribly right into Fauſtus 
his chamber, and filled the whole houſe with ſmoak, that Fauſtus was 
almoſt ſmothered ; hereat felt an exceeding thunder clap, and m_ 
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eat rugged black Sear all curled, aud upon his back a Chair 
+ ond ſpake to Fauſtus, ſaying, Sir, up and away with 
me; and Doco2 Fauſtns that had ſo long abode the Imoak, wikhed ra- 
ther tobe in Yell than there, got on the De vil, and fo they went on to⸗ 
gether. Park how the Devil blinded him, c made him believe he car- 
ried him into Yell, foꝛ he carried him into the Lake, where Fauſtus fell 
into a found lle p, as if he bad late into a warm water 02 bath: At laſt 
they came to a place which burneth continually with flaſhing flames of 
fire and bzimſtone 3 whercout iſſued an exceeding mighty clap of thun- 
der, with ſo hozrible a noiſe that Fauſtus awake ; but the Devil went 
fozth on his way,andcarried Fauſtus therein, yea notwithſtanding howe⸗ 
ver it burut, Doctoꝛ Fauſtus felt no mote heat than as it were the glimps 
ofthe Sun in May, there heard he all manner of muſick to overcome him, 
but ſaw none playing on them; it pleaſcd him well, but he durſt not 


ask, foz he was fozbidden it befoze. To meet the Devil and the Gueſt 


that came with him, came thꝛee other ugly Devils, the which ran 
back again befoze the Bear, to make the way; againſt whom there 
came running an exceeding great Yart, which would have thzuſt Fau- 
ſtus out of his chair; but being defended by the other thze Devils, 
the Yart was put to the repulſe : Thence going on their wap,Fauſtus 
looked, and behold there was nothing but Snakes, and all manner of 
venemous beaſts about him, which were erceeding great; unto the 
which Snakes came many Stozks, and ſwallowed up all the whole 
multitude of Snakes, that they left not one: Which when Fauſtus ſaw, 
He marvelled greatly; but pzoceeving farther on their helliſh voyage, 
there came fozth out of an hollow clift an exceeding great fiping Bull, 
the which with ſuch a foꝛte hit Fauſtus his Chair wich his head & hozns, 
that he turned Fauſtus and his Bear over and over, ſo that the Bear va- 
nithed away: Whereat Fauſtus began to cry, Oh woe to me that ever J 
came here; foz he thought there to have been beguiled of the Devil; 
and to make an end befo2e his time appointed oz condition of the Devil: 
But thoztly after came to him a monfrous Ape, bidding Fzuſtus to be of 
good chear, and ſaid get upon me: All the fire in Hell ſeemed to Fau- 
{tus to have been put out, whereupon followed a monſtrous thick fog, that 
he ſaw nothing, but ſhoztly after it ſecmed to him to war clear, where 
he ſaw two great Dꝛagons faſtued unto a Waggon, in the which the 
Ape aſcended and ſer Fauſtus therein; foꝛth flew the Dꝛagons inte an 
exceeding dark cloud, where Favſtus ſaw neither Dꝛagous noz Chariot 
wherein he late, and ſuch were the cries of toꝛmented Douls, with 
2 thunder claps, and flaſhing lightnings about his ears, that 
yo} Fauſtus ſhak foz fear 3 upon this they came to a water, Linking 
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and filthy, thick like mud, into the which ran the Dꝛage i 
under with Maggon and all, but t aaſtus felt no water — — 
a [mall miſt, laving that the waves beat fo ſoze upon him, that he ſaw 
nothing under and over him but only water, in the which he loſt his 
D2agons, Ape and Waggou 3 and ſinking yet deeper and deeper, he 
came at laſt as it were upon a high Kock, where the waters parted 
and left him thereon: But when the water was gone, it ſemed to him 
he ſhould there have ended his life, fox he law no way but death: The 
Nock was ſo high from the bottom as heaven is from the earth; there 
ſate he, ſeeing noz hearing any man, and looked ener upon the Rock: 
At length he ſaw a little hole out of the which ined fire; thought he 
how (hall A now do: J muſt either fall co the bottom o2 burn in the 
fire, oz fit in deſpair : With that in His madneis he gave a skip into 
the fierp hole,ſaying, Mold, pou infernal Pags.ake here this ſacrifice as 
my laſt end, that which J have juſtly deſerved : Upon this he was en- 
tred, and finding himſelf as pet unburned oz touched of that fire, he 
was the better appayed 3 but there was ſo great a noiſe that he never 
heard the like befoze, it paſſed all the thunder that ever he had heard , 
and coming down farther to the bottom of the Rock, he ſaw a fire 
wherein were many wozthy and noble perſonages, as Emperours, 
Kings, Dukes, and Lo2ds, and many thouſand moze tozmented ſouls, 
at the edge of which fire, ran a moſt pleaſant, clear, and cold water to 
behold ; into the which many tozmented ſouls ſpꝛang out of the fire to 
cool themſelves, but being ſo freezing cold, they were conſtrained to 
return again into the fire, and thus wearied themſelves and ſpent their 
endleſs tozments out of one labpzinth into another, one while in heat, 
another while in cold: But Fauſtus, ſtanding here all this while gazing 
on them that were thus tozmented, he ſaw one leaping out of the fire, 
ſnieking ho2riblp, whom he thought to have known, wherefoze he 
would fain have ſpoken unto him, but remembzing he was fozbidden, 
he refrained ſpeaking. Then this Devil that bzought him in, came 
to him again in likeneſs of a Bear, with the chair on his back, and bid 
him ſic up, foꝛ it was time to depart ; ſo Fauſtus got up, and the Devil 
carried him out into the air, where he had fo wert muſick, that he tell 
alleep by the way. His boy Chriſtopher being all this while at home, 
and miſſing his maſter ſo long, thought his maſter would have tarried 
and dwelt with the Devil foz ever, but whilft his boy was in thele 
cogitations, his maſter came home ; foz the Devil bzought him home 
faſt aſlzp as he late in his chair, and thzew him on his bed, where (be- 
ing thus left of the Devil) he lap until day. When he awaked, he 
was amazed, like a man that had been in a dark dungeon z. muſing — 
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* | i true oz falſe that he had ſeen Bell, oꝛ whecher he was 
w_ C ne hb he rather perſuaded himſelf he had been there than 
otherwiſe, becauſe he had ſeen ſuch wonderfull things; wherefoze he | 
moſt carefully took pen and ink, and mote thole things in o2der as he | 
had ſeen ; which wiiting was afrerwards found by his bop in his ſtudy; | 
which afterwards was publiſhed to the whole City of Wittenburg in 
Pint, fo; example to all Chiſtians. 


CHAP. XXI. - 


How Dottor Fauſtus was carried through the air, up to the heavens to 
ſee the whole world, and how the Skie and Planets ruled, after the 
which he wrote a letter to his friend of the ſame to Liptzig,aad he w 
he went about the world in cight days. 


His Letter was found by a Free-man and Citizen of Wittenburg, 

wꝛitten with hisown hand, and ſent to his friend at Lipizig a 
Phyſician, named Love Victor), the contents of which were as follow- 
eth: Amongft other things (mp beloved friend and bzother) Jremems 
ber pet the fozmer friendſhip we had together when we were @chool-fel- 

lo we, and Students in the Univerſicy at Wittenburg, whereas you firſt 
fudied Phyſick, Aſtronomy, Aſtrology, Geometry, and Coſmography, I 

to the contrary (you know) ſtudied Divinity, notwithſtanding now in 
any of your own ſtudies, J am ſure J have p2oceeded farther than your 
ſelf; foz ſince J began J have never erred, foz (might J ſpeak it 
without affecting mine own pꝛaiſe) my Kalendars and other p2actices 
have not only the commendations of the common ſo2t.but alſo the chiefeſt 
Londs and Nobles of this our Dutch Nation, becauſe (which is chiefly | 

to be noted) J wzite and pꝛeſage of matters to come, which all acco2Þ } 
uz fall out ſorightas if they had been already ſeen befoze. And fon 
da (mp beloved Victori) you wiite to know my voyage which J made

I being once laid in mp bed, and could not fleep foz thinking on my 


dar & Pzattice, J marvell'd with my ſelf how it were poſſible that 
der Firmament ſhould be known, ſo largely witten of by men, oꝛ whes |} 
72 * mite true oꝝ falle, by their own opinions and ſuppoſitions, 0& | 
— en and true courſe of the heavens : Behold, J thought | 
cw ove ould have ben blown down, lo that all my dgo2s and chefs 
— 4 whereat J mas not a little aſtoniched, fo; withall J heard a 
ug voice, which laid, Get up, the deſire of thy heart, mind, — 
cou 
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thought thou ſhalt ſæ. At the which J anſwered, What my heart be⸗ 
ſireth thatwould I fain ſz, and to make proof if Achall ſæ, 4 will awap 
with thee. Why then (quoth he) lok out at the window, there cos 
meth a meſſenger fo2 thee ? that did J, and behold there ſtood a Wag- 
gon with two Dꝛagons befoze it to dꝛaw the ſame, and all the Wagon 
was of a light burning fire, and foz that the Pon ſhone J was the wil- 
linger at that time to depart 3 but the voice ſpake again, ſit up and let us 
away. J will (aid J) go with ther, but upon condition, that J may 
ask after all things that I ſee, hear, oz think on; the voice anſwered, 
Jam content foz this time. Yereupon J got me into the Waggon, ſo 
that the Dꝛagous carried me upzight into the air. 

The Waggon had four wheels, the which rattled ſo, and made ſuch 
a noiſe, as if it had been all this while running on the tones, and round 
about us flew flames of fire 3 and the higher that J came, the moze the 
earth ſeemed to be darknꝰd ſo that methought J came out of a Dungeon; 
and loking down from Heaven, behold Mephoſtophiles my Spirit and 
Servant was behind me, and when he perceived that J ſaw him, he 
came and ſate by me, to whom A ſaid, J p2ay the Mephoſtophiles whi- 
ther ſhall go now:? Let not that trouble chp mind,ſaid he, and yet they 
carried us higher up. And now J will tell the(gcod friend t ſchool-fellsw) 
what things J have (an and pꝛoved; foz on the Tueſday went A out, 
and on Tueſdap7 nights following I came home again that's eight days, 
in which time J flept not, no not one wink came within mine eyes : 
And we went inviſible of any man; and as the day began to appear, af- 
ter the firſt nights journey, A ſaid to my Spitit M:phoſtophiles,J pzap 
ther how far have we now ridden, J am ture thou knoweſt, foz methinks 
we have ridden cxceeding far, the wozld ſeemeth ſo little. Mephoſtophi- 
les anſwered me, Py Fauſtus believe me, that from the place from 
whence thon cameſt unto this place where we now are, is already foꝛty 
ſeven leagues right in highth. And as the day increaſed, J looked down 
into the woztd, Aſia, Europe, and Africa J had a ſight of : And being 
ſo high, quoth J to mp Spirit, tell me how thele Kingdoms lie, and what 
they are called z the which he denied not, ſaying, Dee this on our lekt 
hand is Hungaria, this is alfo Pruſſia on our left hand, and Poland, 
Muſcovia, T artary, Sileſia, Bohemia, Saxony; and here on our right 
hand, Spain, Portugal, France, England, and Scotland; then right on be- 
fore us lie the Kingdows of Perſia, India, Arabia, the King of Althar, 
the great Cham: Now we are come to Wittenburg, and are right over 
the Town et Weim in Auſtria, ere long we will be at Conſtantinople, 
Tripoli, and jeruſalem, and after will we pierce the frozen Zone, and 
ſþoztly touch the Yozizon and the Zenith of Wittenburg. There w_w 
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ean Dea, and behcld a great many Ships and Galleys rea, 

8 one againſt another: Aud thus J lpent my journey, 
and caſt my eyes here, now there, towards South. Noz:h, Taft, and 
Weſt ; 3 have been in one place where trained and halcd, and in ano- 
ther where the Sun ſhone excellent fair, and io I think that J ſaw mog 
things in and about the world: with great admiration, that in ore plate 
it rained, and in another hail and lnow ; on this five the Bun Hone 
bꝛight. ſome hills cover d with ſnow never conſuming, others were lo hoe 
that graſs and trees were burned,and comſumed therewith. Then looked 
J up to the Heavens and behold they went fo lwikt, that Ithought they 
would have ſprung into thouſands: Likewiſe it was lo clear aud ſo hot, 
that J tould not gaze upon it, it ſo dimned my fight 3 and had not my 
Spirit Mephoſtophiles covered me, as it were with a ſhadowing cloun, 
J had been buant wich the extream heat thercof : Foz rhe sky which 
we behold here, when we look up from che earth, is ſo faſt and thick as 
a wall, clear and ſhining bzigght as Chryſtal, in which is placed the 
Dun, which caſteth fo2th his rays and beams over the whole Mozlo, 
to the uttermoſt confines of the Carth. But we think that the Dun 
is very little 3 no, it is altogether as big as the Wozld : Indeed the 
body ſubſtantial is but littie in compaſs, but the rays oz ſtreams that 
it taſteth fozth by reaſon of the thing wherein it is placed, maketh him 
to extend and ſhew himſelf, all over the whole Wozld, and we think 
that the Sun runueth his courſe, and that the Heavens ſtand ſtill; no 
it is the Heavens that moves his courſe,and the Sun abideth perpetual- 
Iy in his place, be is permanent and fired in his place, and although we 
ſe him beginning to aſcend in the Ozient o2 Caſt, at the Higheſt in the 
Meridian oz South, letting in Occident or Meſt, yet is he in the loweſt 
in Deptentrio oz Nozth, and pet he moveth not, it is the axle of the 
Heavens that moveth,the whole Firmament, being a Chass oꝛ confu- 
led thing, and foz that pꝛoof J will ſhew this Example: Like as thou 
left a bubble made of water and ſope blown out of a quill, it is in fozm 
of a confuſed maſs oz Chaos,and being in this fozm is moved at pleas 
lure of the wind which runneth round about that Chaos, and mo 
him alſo round, even ſo the whole Firmament oz Chaos, whercin are 
placed the Sun, and the reſt of the Planets, is turned and carried at the 
pleaſure of the Spirit of God, which is wind: Yea, Chriſtian Reader, 
to the glozy of Gon and to the pꝛofit of thy Soul, & will open unto thee 
a Divine opinion touching the rule of this confonnded Chaos, far mote 
than my rude German Authoz, being poſſeſſed with the Devil, was able 
ay 2 Nove ſome of my lententes befoze to be true look into Ce. 
nelis, into the wozks of God, at the creation of the Wozld, there _ 
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chon find that the Spirit of God moved upon the water, bekoze Heaven 
and Carth were made. Mark how he made it, and how by his Wozp 
every Clement to his place; theſe were uot his Wozks but his Wozvs, 
fo2 all the Wozds he uſed befoze, concluded afterwards in one Wozk, 
which was in making Man: Bark Reader with patience, foz thy ſouls 
health, ſz into all that was done by the Wozd and Wozks of God; 
Light and Darkneſs was, the Firmament ſtoop, and the great and lit- 
tle light in it: The moiſt waters were in one place, the earth was dy. 
every Element bzought fozth accozding to the Moꝛd of God. Now follow 
his woꝛks: Me made man af:er his own Jmage.Yow? Out of the Earth. 
The earth will ſhape no Image without water; there was one of theEles 
ments; but all this while where was Mind: All Elements were at 
the Moꝛd of God, man was made, and in a fozm bythe Wozk of ed, 
yet moved not that wozk befo2e God had bꝛeathed the Spiric of Life in⸗

to his noſtrils, and made him a living ſoul:Yere was the firſt Wind any 


Spirit of God, out of his own mouth; which we have likewiſe from the 
ſame ſed which was only planted by God in Adam: Which Wind, 
B:eath, oz Spirit, when he had received, he was living and moved on 
earth; oz it was ozvain*d of God foz his habication, but the Peaveng 
arc the habitation of the Lozd : And like as Jſhewed befoze of chs bub- 
ble oꝛ confuſcd Chaos made of water and ſoap, thzough the wind any 
bzeath of man is turned round, and carried with the wind; even fo the 
Firmaments wherein the Sun and the reſt of the Planets are fixen be 
moved, turucd,and carried with the Wind, Bzeath and Spirit of G 
fo2 the Heavens and Firmaments are movable as the but che 
Dun is fircd in the Firmament. And farther (my good Dchcol-fellow) 
I was thus nigh the Heavens, where methought every Planet was but 
as half the carth, and under the Firmament ruled theDpirits in the Air; 
As Jcame down J loked upon the Wozld aud Heavens, and methought 
that the Earth was incloſed (in compariſon) within the Firmament 
as the yolk of an egg within the white, and miethought that the whole 
length of the earth was not a ſpan long, and the water-was as ic had 
been twice as bꝛoad and as long as the earth: Even thus at the 8 days 
end J came home again, aud fell aſleep, and ſo I continued ſleeping thzee 
days and ch2& nights together, and the firſt hour I awaked, fell freſh 
again to my Kalenvar, and have made them in right ample manner as 
you know: t to ſatisfie pour requeſt fo that you mite unto me 4 have 
(in conſidcration of our vld friendſhip had at the Univerſity of Witten- 
burg) declared unto pou my heavenly voyage, wiſhing no wozle unto you 
than unto my felf, that is, that your mind were as mine in all reſpects.

E CHAP. 
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CHAP. XXII. 


How Doctor Fauſtus made his journey through the principal and moſt 
famous Lands in the World. 


DozFauſtus having over-run fifteen years of his appointed time, he 

tok upon him a journey, with full intent to ſ& the whole woꝛld and 
calling his Spirit Mepboſtophiles unto him, he ſaid, Thou knoweſt 
that thou att bound unto me upon conditions, to pertoʒm and fulfill mp 
defire-in all things, where foꝛe my intent is to viſit the whole face of the 
earth, viſible and inviſible, when it pleaſeth me; therefoze J command 
and injoyn-rhee to the ſame. Whercupen Mephoſtophiles anſwered, 
—— ready, my Loꝛd, at thy command: And fozthwith the Spirit changed 
If into the likeneſs of a Eying hoꝛſe, ſaying, Fauſtus fit up, Jam reas 


ng 


Dy, Den Fauſtus ſoftly ſate upon him, and fo2wards they went: Fau- 


ſtus came th2ongh many a Land g P2oviuce, as Pannonia, Auſtria, Ger- 
many, Bohemia, Sileſia, Saxony, Meſlene, During, Frankland, Swaal- 
band; Byerland, Styria, Corinthia, Poland, Litaw, Leſland, Pcuſſia, 
Denmark, Muſcovia, Tartaria, Tucky,Perſia,Cathai, Alexandria, Barba- 
bia, Ginney, Porot; the ſtraights, Maghellane, India, all about the frozen 
2 and Terra- incognita, Nova Hiſpaniola, the Illes of Tereza, Ma- 
deta, Saint Michaels, the Canaries, and the Trenorirolcio into Spain, 
the Mainland, Portugal, Italy, Campania, the Kingdom of Naples, the 
Iles of Sicilia, Malta, M jorca, Minorca, to the Knights of the Rhodes, 
Candy oz Crete, Cypreſs, Corinth, Switzerland, France, Freezeland, 


Weſtphalia, Zeland, Holland, Brabant, and all the ſeventeen Pzovinces 


in Netherland, Eogland, Scotland, Ireland, aud America, and Iſl and, the 
Out -Alles of Scotland, the Orcades, Norway, the Biſhopꝛick of Bream ; 
ang ſo home again. All cheſe Kingdoms, and P2ovinces, and Coun⸗ 
tries ye paſſed in 25 days, in which time he ſaw nothing that delighted 
his mind, where foꝛe he to little reſt at home, and burning in deſire to 

more at large, and tu behold the ſecrets of each Kingdom, he let foz- 
Wardagain on his journey upon his [wift ho:ſe Mephoſtophiles,and came 


fo Trent, fc; that he chiefly vcſtred to lee this Town, and the Monu⸗ 


ments thereof, but there he ſaw not any wonders, except two fair Pas 


laces that belonged unto the Siſhop,and alſo a mi 
Jar ve!onget ; gyty large Caſtle that 
built with bzick, with thzee Walls, and thice great Treaches, lo 
ws that it was impollible foz any P2inces power to win it; chen he 
— Church wherein was buried Simeon, and the Biſhop of Popo, 
ther combs are of moſt ſumptuous fone-w artle,-loſed and joined toge⸗ 
R great bars of Aron: From thence he departed to paris, where he 
well the Academp 3 and Bhat Place 02 Bingdom lo cver fell om 
mind. 
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mind, the lame he viſitey. Ye came from Paris to Mentz, where the 
River of Maine falls into the Rhine, notwithſtanding he tarried nor 
long there, but went into Campania, in 2 Neapoly, in 
which he law an innumerable ſozt of Clopſters. Nunneries,# Churches, 
and great houles of ſtone, the ſtreets fair aud large, and ſtreight fozth 
from one end of the Town to the other all alike,and all the pavement of 
the City was of bzick, and the moze it xained in the. Town, the fairer. 
the ſtreets were: There ſaw he the Tomb of Virgil, and the high way 
that he cut though the mighty bill of tone in one night;the whole length 
of an Engliſh mile; where he ſawthe number of Gallies, and Argezies 
that lay there at the City head, the Wind-mill chat t@d in the water, 
the Caſtle in the water, and the Youſes above the water, where many 
Gallies might ride moſt ſafely from rain oz wind: then he ſaw the Caſtle 
on the hill over the Town, and many Monuments therein, allo the hill 
called Veſuvius, whereon groweth all the Gz&kiſh wine, and moſt plea- 
ſant ſweet Dlives. From thence he came to Venice, whereas he wons 
d2ed not a little, to ſ& a City ſo famoufip built ſtanding in the Sea, 
where thꝛough every ſtreet the water came in ſuch largeneſs, that great 
Ships and Barks might pals from one flreet to another, having yet a 
way on both ſides the water whereon men and hozſes might pals;.Pe 
marvclled alſo how it was pollible ſo much victuals to be found in the 
Town, and ſo good cheap, confidering that fo; a whole league nothing 
grew near the ſame. Me wondzed not a little at the faitnels of Saint 
Mark's place, and the ſumptuous Church ſtanding thereun, calle Dgint 
Mark, how all the Pavement was ſet with coloured ones, ang it che 
Kood oꝛ Loft of the Church double gilded over. Leaving this, he, came. 
to Padua, beholding the manner of their Academy, which is called the 
Mother oꝛ Nurle of Chꝛiſtendom, there he heard the Dodto2s, and ſam 
the moſt of rhe Monuments in the Town, entred his name in the Uni- 
verſity of the German Nation, and wꝛote himſelf Doctoz Fagitus, the; 
unſatiable Speculatoz : Then ſaw he the wozthieſt Ponument in-the; 
woꝛld foz a Church, named Saint Anthonies Cloyffer, which foz the 
Pinacles thereof, aud the contrivement of the Church, hath not the 
like in Chziftendom. The Town is fenced about wich thzee mighty 
Malls of cone and earth, betwixt the which ruunech goodly ditebes af 
water, betwixt every four c twenty hours paſſeth Boats betwirt Padv?, 
x Venice with pallengers, as they do here betwirt London & Grayeſenc, 
and even ſo far they differ in diſtance : Fauſtus beheld likewils;the. 
Counncil-houſe and Caſtle, with no ſmall wonder. Welt, fozward be 
went to Rome which lap, & doth yet lie on the River Tibris, the which 
divideth the City into two parts; over the River are four * — 
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no luſt to his meat, but ſtod ſtill in the Pope's chamber, and ſaw every 
thing whatſoever it was On a time the Pope would have a fcaſt pꝛe⸗ 
pared foʒ the Cardinal of Pavia, and foz his firſt welltome, the Cardi- 
nal was bidden to dinner, and as he ſate at meat, the Pope would ever 
be bleſſing and croſſing over his mouth: Fauſtus would ſuffer it no longer, 
but up with his fiſt and ſmote the Pope on his face, æ withall he laugh- 
cd that the whole houſe might hear him, yet none of them law him, oz 
knew where he was: The Pope perſuaded his company that it was a. 
damned foul, commanding Paſs p2eſently to be ſaid ſoz his delivery 
out of Purgatozy, which was done 3 the Pope ſate till at meat, but when 
the latter mels came to thePope*'s board, Doctoꝛ Fauſtus laid hands there- 
on, faying this is mine, and ſo he took both diſh and mtat, and flew 
into the Tapitol oz Campadolia, calling his Spirit unto him, and ſaid 
come let us be merrp,foz thou muſt fetch me ſome wine, and the cup that 
the Pope dzinks of, # hereupon morte caval, we will make good chear 
in ſpight of the Pope and all his fat Abbey lubbers. Vis Spirit hearing 
this, departed towards the Pope*s chamber, where he found them pet ſit⸗ 
ting quaking;wherefoze he took from befoze the Pope the faireft piece of 


Plate, oz dziuking goblet, and a flagon of wine,*bzought it to Fauſtus: but 
when the Pope and the reſt of his crew perceived they were robbed, and 


knew not after what ſozt, they perſuaded themſelves that it was a dams 
ned ſoul that be foꝛe had vexed the Pope (ſo, that (mote him on the 


face; wherefoze he fent commandment thzough the whole Citpof Rome, 


that they Gould ſay a Mals in every Church, aud ring all the bells, foz 
to lay the walking Spirit, and to curſe him with Bell, Book, g Candle, 


that ſo inviſibly had miſuſed the Pope's Polineſs, with the Cardinal: 


of Pavia, and the reſt of their company : But Fauſtus notwithſtanding 
made god cheat with that which he had beguiled the Pope of, and in the 
midſt of the D1der of Baint Bernard's bare footed Friars, as they were 
going on pꝛoceſſion though the Parket place call*d campo de ſiore, helet 
fall his Plate, Diſh, # Cup, and withall foz a farewell. he made ſuch a 
thunder-clap and ſtozm of rain, as though heaven and earth would have: 
met together, and left Rome, and came to Millain in Italy, near the 
Alps 02 bozders of Switzecland, where he pꝛaiſed much to his Spirit the 
pleaſures of the place, the City being founded in ſo bzaveaPlain,by the 
which ran molt pleaſant Rivers on every ſide of che ſame, having beſides: 
within the compals oz cfrcuit of ſeven miles, ſeven ſmall Deas : Ye 
ſaw alls therein many fair places, and goodly buildings, the Duke's 
Palace, and the mighty ſtrong Cattle, which is in a manner half the 
bigneſs of the Town. Pozeover.it liked him well co f the Doſpital of 
Saint Mary, wich divers other things: He vid there nothing aun. 
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but be departed back again towards Bolognia, and fram 
7 1 ond ey he was well pleaſed to ſæ the pleaſant walk 
ol Perchants, the goodly Waults of the City, kor chat almoſt che whole 
City is vaulted, aud the houles themſelves are built outwardlp in ſuch 
ſo2t, that the people go under them as under a vault: Chen he peruſey 
the ſumptuous Church in the Dukes Caſtle, called Noitra Dama, our 
Ladies Church, in which he ſaw many Ponuments, as a Parble Dogz 
mot huge to look upon, the gates of the Caſtle are Bell metcal,wherein 
are graben the holy Patriarchs, with Chzilt and his Twelve Apoſtles, 
and divers other Piſtozics out of the Old and NewTeftament : Then 
went he to Senia, where he highly pꝛaiſed the Church and Polpital of 
Sancta Maria ſormoſa, with the goodly buildings, and eſpecially the fairs 
neſs and greatueſs of the City, and beautifull Women : Then came he 
co Lions in France, where he marked the ſituation of the City, which 


lay between two hills, invironed with two waters one wozthp mong-. |

lages,beſides many houſes in the Town: From thence went Fauſtus to 
Baſil, in Switzerland, where the River of Rhine runneth thꝛough the 
Town, parting the ſame as the River of Thames doth London: Jn 
the Town of Baſil he law many rich Ponuments the Town walld with 

bzick round about, without it goeth a great Trench: No Church plea⸗ 
ſed him but the Jeſuits Church, which was ſumptuoufly builted, & ſec 
full of Alabaſter Pillars, Fauſtus made anſwer and ſaid, That befoze 
this City was founded there uſed a B3ſiliſcus, a kind of Serpent ; this 
Serpent killed as many men, women and childzen,as he took a ſight of, 
but there was aKnight that made himſelf a cover ofChzyſtal to come over 
his head, and down to che ground, and being firſt covered with a black 
cloth, over that he put the Chꝛyſtal, and ſo boldly weut to ſee the Baſili. 
ſcus, and finding the place where ſhe hauntcd, he expected her coming 
even befoze the month of the Cave, where ſtanding a while.the Baſiliſcus 
come fozth,where when ſhe ſaw her own venemous ſhadow in theChzy-, 


tal, ſhe ſplit in a thouſand pieces, wherefoze the Knight was richly. h ; 


rewarded of the Emperour ; after the which the Knight founded' this. 
Town upon the place where he had flain the Serpent, and gave it 
the name Baſil, in remembzante of his ded. 

From Baſil, Fauſtus went to Coſtnitz in Sweitz, at the head ofthe 
Rhine, where is a moft ſumptuous Byidge that goeth over the Rhine, 
even from the gates of the Town to the other ſide of the ſtream ; at the 
bead of the River of Rhine is a ſmall Sea, called of the @witzers the 
black Sea, twenty thouſand paces long, and fifty hundzed paces bzoad. 
The Town Coſtnitz tok the name of this; the Cmperour gave it a 
Clown foz expounding of his Riddle; wherefoze the Clown named the 
Town Coſtnitz, that is in Engliſh, Coſt me nothing. From Coſt nit 
he came to 111m. where he ſaw the ſumptuous Town-houſe built by two 
and fifty of the antient Senatoꝛs ofthe City: It took the name Ulin,bes

lozts of begging Friars; beſides thꝛæ Cloyſters of Nuns 3 at the fot of 
the Calle ſtands a Church, in the which there is an Altar, where are 
- ingravenall the four Elements, and all the Dzvers & Degræs in heaven, 
that anp man of underſtanding whoſoever, that hath a light thereof may 
ſay, that it is the artiſitialleſt thing that ever he beheln. From thence | 
he went to Norenberg, whither as he went by the way, His Spirit ins 
fozmed him that the Town was named of Claudius Tiberius, the Son 
of Nero the Tyꝛant: In the Town are two famous Cathedzal Chur, | 
ches, one called Saint Sabelt, the other Saint Laurence; in which | 
Church ftarids all the Relicks of Carolus Magnus, that is to ſap, his

hills, 10 fair market places, 13 common hot houſes, 10 Churches: 
within the Town are twenty wheels of water mill, it bath 138 tall ſhips, 
two mighty Town Walls of hew'd ſtone and earth, with very deep trens 
ches, the walls have 180 Towers about them, and four fait plat- 
fozms, ten Apothecaries, ten Doctozs of the Common Lam, Feurten 
Docozs of Phyſick. From Norenberg he went to Auſpurg, where at | 
the bzeak of day he demanded of his Spirit whereupen the Town took 
" his name: This Town (quoth he) hath had many names; when | 
it was firſt built, it was called Vindelica ; ſecondly, it was called Ziza- 
ria the iron byidge ; laſtly, by the Emperour Octavus Auguſtus, it was 
called Auguſta, and by the toꝛtuption of Language, the Germans had nas | 
med it Auſpurg. Now fo; becauſe that Fauſtus had been there befoze, he | 
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departed (without ſeeing their Monuments) to Ravensburg, where his 
Dpirit certified him that the City had ſeven names: The firſt Tiperis, ; 
= lecond Quadratis. the third Heaſpolis, the fourth Reginipolis, the fifth 
mbripolis, the ſixth Ratisbona, the laſt Ravenshurg, The ſituation of + 
this ci pleas uk auſtus well alla the ſtrong and ſumptuous bailving:by 
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the walls thereof runneth the River Danubius, in Dutch called Danow, 
into which not far from the compaſs of the Citp falleth near hand thꝛee⸗ 
lcoꝛe orber mall Rivers and freſh Waters : Fauſtus alſo liked the ſump⸗ 
tuous fone bꝛidge over the ſame water, with the Church ſtanding there⸗ 
on, the which was founded Anno 1115. the name thereof is called St. 
Remedian : in the Town Fauſtus went into rhe Celler of an Jun-hols 
der, and let out all the Ber and Wine that was in the Celler. After 
which teat, he returned into Menz, in Bavaria, a right Pꝛincelp Town: 
the Towu appcared as if it were new, with great ſtreets therein, both of 
Bꝛeadth and length : from Mentz to Salisburg, where the Biſhop is al- 
ways reſident : here ſaw he all the commodities that were poſſible to be 
ſeen  foz at the Hill he ſaw the fozm of a Bell made in Chzyſtal(a huge 
thing to look upon) that every pear groweth bigger and bigger, by rea⸗ 
ſon of the freezing cold. From thence he went to Vienna in Auſtria tte 
Town is of great Antiquity, that it is not poſſible to find the like; in 
this Town, laid the Spirit, is moze wine than water, fo2 all under the 
Ton are Wells, which are filled every year with Wine, and all 
the water that they have runneth by this Town, this is the River Da- 
nubius. From thence he went into Prage, the chief City of Bohemia; 
this is divided into the parts, that is old Prage, little Prage, and new 
Prage: little Prage is the plate where the Emperours Court is placed: 
upon an excteding high Mountain there is a Caſtle, where are two fait 
Churches; in the one he found a Bonument which might well have 
ben a mirrour fo2 himſelf, & that was the Sepulchꝛe of a notable Con- 
jurer, which by his Bagick had fs inchanted his Depulchze, that who- 
ſoever ſet fot thereon, ſhould be ſure never to die in their beds. From 
this Caſtle he came and went down over the Bꝛidge; this Bꝛidge hath 
24 Arches, and in the middle of the Bꝛidge lands a very fair Ponus 
ment, being a Croſs builded of ſtone, aud moſt artificially carved. From 
thence he went into the old prage, the which is ſeparated from the new 
prage with an exceeding deep Ditch, and round about incloſed wich 
a wall of bꝛick 3 unto this is adjopning the Jews Town, wherein are 
thirteen thouſand men, women and childzen, all Jews; there he views 
cd the Colledge æ the Gardens, where all manner of ſavage Beaſts are 
kept; and from thence he fetched a compaſs round about the chz@Towns, 
whereat he wondzed greatly to ſ& ſo mighty a City ſtand all within che 
walls. From Prage he flew into the air, and bechought himſelf what be 
might do, o2 which way to take; fo looked round about, and behold 
he eſpied a paſſing fair City, which lay not far from Prage, about ſome 
four and twenty miles, and that was Breſſaw in Sileſia, in which when 


he was entted, it ſme to him that he had bern in Paravile fo —

others as great as the whole earth, other ſome far greater than the earth 

twelves times, and from the height of the Heavens there is ſcarce asg 
earth ta be ſ&@n, yea the Planets in the Yeavens are ſome ſo great as 
this Land, ſome fo great as the whole Empire of Rome, ſome as 
Turky pea, ſome as great as the whole Wozld.

hieking and crying in many defozmed ſhapes: and ſometimes when

N the month of Auguſt, there was over Wittenburg a mighty great 
Lightning and Thunder : and as Dod Fauſtus was jeſting mer- 
rily in the Market place with certain of his friends and companions, 
being Phyſicians, chep deſire him to tell them the cauſe of chat wea- 
ther : Fauſtus anſwered, it hath been commonly fen heretofoze, that 
befoze a Thunder⸗clap fell a hower of rain, oz a gale of wind; foz 
commonly afcer a wind followeth rain, and after rain a Thunder-clap, 
ſuch thickneſs comes to paſs when the four winds meet together in the 
Heavens: the airy clouds are by fozce beaten againſt the firev Cryſtal 
Firmament, but when the airy clouds meet with the Firmament, they 
are congealed, and ſo ſtrike, and ruſh againſt the Firmament, as grear 
pieces of ice when they meet on the water t thon each other ſounded in 
our eers., and that we call thunder, which indeed was none other than 
vou have heard.

Art and Experience. Doo: Fauſtus aniwered, My moſt excellent 
L02d, J am ready to accompliſh pour requeſt in all things, ſo far fozth 
as J and my Spirit ate able to pertozm: pet pour Majeſty ſhall know, 
that their dead bodies are not able lubſtantiallp to be brought befoze 


Pau luit ſuch Spirits as have ſeen Alexander and his Paramour alive, 


ſhall appear unto you tn manner and fozm as they both lived in their 
moſt flouriſhing time; and herewith 3 hope to pleaſe pour Imperial 
Mateſtp. Then Fauſtus went a little aſide and ſpake to his Spirit, bit 
be returr ed again preſently, ſaying, Now if it pleaſe pour Majeſty yon 


thalf ſee them; pet upon this condition, that pou demand no g ue ſtion of 


them, noz ſpeak unto them; which the Emperoz agreed unto. Where- 
upon Dodo; Fauſtus opened the pꝛivy Chamber dez, where pꝛeſeutiy 
1 the great and mighty Emperoz Alexander Magnus, in all things 
of > unde dak be had been alive; in pzopozcion, a ſtrong ſet thick man, 
bead any Mann uk. Hack hair, aud chat both thick and curlen, 
wen ad, red chens, and a bzoad face, with eyes like a Baſilizk , 
— 9 compleac harneſs furnied and engraven,crceding rich to lok 
m betend 246 palling towards che Emperoz Carolus, he made low and 
— wurtelie: whereat the Emperoz Carolus wauld have 32 
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to receive and greet him with the like reverence: Fauſtus twk held un 
him, and would not permit him to to doe it. ®hoztly after Alexandet 
made humble reverence, and went dut again; and coming to the dooꝛ 
bis Paramour met him : ſhe coming in made the Emperoz likewile 
reverence, che was clothed in blue Uelvet, wonght and emtzoideres 
with Pearls and Gold; ſhe was alſo excellent fair, like blood and milk 
mixed, tall and ſlender, with a face as round as an Apple, and thus 
paſled certain times up and down the Youſe,which che Emperoz mark-

a Knight, though it was all dons to no little diſgrace of the Gentles - - 


man: It pleaſed Doo? Fauſtus,thzough the help of his Spirit Mepho- 
ſtophiles,to firm on his head as he flept a huge pair of Yarts Yozus :

againſt tye glaſs, that the panes thercof flew about his ears. Think 
here how this god Gentleman was vered,foz he could neither get back- 
ward no? fo2ward ; which when the Emperoz heard, all the Courtiers 
laucht,# came foz ts ſ what had happe aged: the Cmperoz alſo, when he 
beheld the Knight with lo fair a head, laughed heartily thereat,aud was 
therewith well pleaſed.

ing the Duke and the Ducheſs, with all their train, foz he had 
p20vided them a moſt ſumpruous feaſt toth of meat, & allo of auy kind 
of dzink, foz he let nine Mels of meat upon the board at once, and all 
this muſt his Wagner do, to place all things on the board,the- which was 
bꝛought unto him by the Spirit inviſibly of all things their hearts coutd 
peſire, as Wild-fow!,Ueniſon.and all manner of dainty Fiſh that could 
be thought on of Wine alſo great plenty, and of divers ſozts, French 
wine, Cullen wine, Crabaſhir wine, Reniſh wine, Spaniſh wine,Yuns 
garian wine, Waſzburg wine,Palmſey and Back; in the whole there 
were 100 Cans ſanding round about the houſe, This ſumptuous bans 
huet the Duke took thankfully, and afrerwards he departed homeward, 
and to their thinking they had neither eat noz dank, ſo were they blin- 
ded while they were in the Caſtle.
